WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (UP)— 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents today arrested a recently 
discharged employe of the Na- 
tional Security Agency on 
charges that he took classified 
defense information “with rea- 
son to believe” it would be 
“used to the injury of the Unit- 
ed States or to the advantage of 
a foreign nation.” 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
identified the man as Joseph 
Sidney Petersen Jr., 40 years 
old, former New Orleans physics 
teacher who since 1941 had been 
a research analyst for the super- 
secret federal agency. 

The National Security Agency, 
a branch of the Defense Depart- 
ment, is a little known operation 
described by a Pentagon source 
as “more secret even than the 
Central Intelligence Agency.” 

Its work is so secret, in fact, 
that its nature has never been 
officially disclosed. It is known, 
however, to be concerned with 
codes, communications, sintelli- 
gence and other highly hush- 
hush activities.

Charchill Says U.S. Withdrawal 
Would Put Europe Under Reds 


Warns West to Avoid-Pushing America 
Into Isolationism — Spikes Re- 
tirement Rumors. 


By TOM OCHILTREE 
BLACKPOOL, England, Oct. 9 
(AP)}—Prime Minister Churchill 
today warned the Western world 
—dincluding Britain’s left-wing 
Socialists—to avoid pushing the 
United States into a policy of 
isolationism which he said would 
condemn all Europe to Russian 
conquest. 

The 79-year-old statesman, ad- 
dressing the Conservative party's 
annual conference, pledged him- 
self to work “While I have life 
and strength” for a system of 
peaceful co-existence with the 
Soviet Union based on Western 
strength and unity. His promise 
appeared to spike rumors that 
he intended soon to retire. 
Churchill said the Russians 
eould readily overrun the whole 
of Europe but for America’s 
ngth in atom and 
hydrogen bombs. 

“That. superiority, while it is 
maintained, will be a decisive 
deterrent against a Communist 
aggression,” he said.

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Those G.M. Contracts 


The dispute between Senator Jackson of 
Washington and Secretary of Defense Wilson 
over General Motors’ defense contracts comes 
down to a question of what the facts are. 

Senator Jackson says G.M., of which Mr. 
Wilson was president before becoming a Cabi- 
net member, is receiving the preponderance of 
defense contracts because of Wilson policy. 
Senator Douglas of Illinois, supporting his 
Northwestern colleague, blasts a “shocking drift 
of defense contracts to General Motors.” 

Secretary Wilson says commitments for all 
these contracts were made in the Truman Ad- 
ministration and his department is only follow- 
ing through on them. 

In either case, the large question remains: Is 
it in the national interest for G.M.’s contracts to 
be increased $1,700,000,000 during the first 18 
months of the Eisenhower Administration while 
new defense contracts to all other automobile 
producers are declining by $395,000,000? 

More particularly, is this present trend in de- 
fense contracts a good thing for the country as 
a whole at a time when G.M. and Ford are en- 
gaged in a battle for first place and Chrysler 
and the independent producers are fighting for 
their lives in a dangerously ¢ontracting market? 
Ford and G.M. are occupying some 84 per cent 
of the market, Chrysler is down to 12 per cent, 
and the independents’ market has been more 
than halved, to about 4 per cent. 

One of the consequences has been unemploy- 
ment in the labor forces of some of the inde- 
pendents. Another is a pay cut at Studebaker. 

Still another is a wave of mergers: Willys 
and Kaiser, Nash and Hudson, Packard and 
Studebaker. 

A policy of spreading more of the defense 
contracts among the distressed independents 
might have the effect of maintahing wages and 
employment. It might help preserve factories 
and labor forces which are parts of the nation’s 
defense plant. 

Chrysler, for instance, has just received a 
$160,600,000 Army contract for Patton M-48 me- 
dium tanks, on which it was low bidder, 
$7,600,000 under G.M. This business should help 
Chrysler in its strenuous efforts to make a come- 
back after seeing its markets severely reduced. 

It may restore employment as close to home 
as Granite City, where 2000 employes of Gen- 
eral Steel Castings Corp., a Chrysler subcon- 
tractor, were laid off a year ago when tank 
production was concentrated in G.M. 

The entire situation with respect to the auto- 
motive industry and defense contracts could bear 
an impartial investigation to determine, not only 
what is being done now, but also what may best 
be done in the future. 
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Egypt, the Suez and Israel 

Israel’s future may depend to a large extent 
on what action the United Nations Security 
Council takes on Egypt’s interference with 
Israeli shipping in the Suez Canal as exempli- 
fied last month in the seizure of a small Israeli 
freighter, the Bat Galim. Although the Israeli- 
Arabian war ended in 1948, the Jewish state’s 
relations with the entire Arab bloc, and par- 
ticularly Egypt, have beers*becoming increasingly 
tense during 1954. In short, Israel is economi- 
cally blockaded. 

A trump card played against Israel is har- 
assment that practically deniés her any use of 
the Sugz Canal. Israel has to use the 14,000- 
mile detour by way of the Cape of Good Hope 
and Gibraltar. She has to get her oil from 
Venezuela or Soviet Russia instead of the nearby 
fields of the Middle East. Countries beyond 
Suez, particularly Thailand, Burma, Ethiopia, 
the Union of South Africa and British East 
Africa, have expressed a willingness to accept 
large amounts of all kinds of Israeli goods, 

The Security Council called on Egypt in 
September 1951, to drop the canal restrictions 
against Israeli bue Cairo took no heed. Israel 
has had no other recourse but to trade more 
and more with Russia. She also has been car- 
rying on talks over cultural relations with Rus- 
sia and has reactivated the Israel-Soviet Friend- 
ship League. The respective diplomatic missions 
in Moscow and Tel Aviv have been raised to 
embassy rank. " 

Thus Egypt's recalcitrance is hurting not only 
the struggling young state of Israel but also the 
entire Western alliance. -In the interests of fair- 
ness and as a means Of keeping Russia from 
stirring up trouble in” the Middle East, the 
Security Council should see that Israel gets the 
same treatment that other nations get in use 
of the Suez Canal. 
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Till After the Election 


Postponement of the Senate-House hearings 
on the Dixon-Yates contraet until after the Nov. 
2 elections can. hardly fail to lend color to 
charges that the Republicans are afraid of the 
effect a full disclosure of the facts would have 
on their chances at the polls. 

Representative Cole of New York, chairman 
of the Joint Committee oh Atomic Energy, and 
Senator Hickenlooper of Iowa, who will con- 
duct the hearings—both of them Republicans— 
apparently sought to lessen this effect by say- 
ing that Democrats as well as Republicans asked 
for the postponement. 

It has been clear enough all along that there 
would be difficulties in getting the 18-member 
committee together in Washington before the 
elections. The nine Representatives and four of 
the nine Senators on the committee are candi- 
dates in November. Understandably they would 
be loath to absent themselves from their cam- 
paigns at'any time ih the crucial final weeks. 
But Chairman Cole was assuredly aware of 
this phase of the matter, and he said less than 
three weeks .ago that the hearings were not 
to be postponed until after the elections. 

As we have said; the: hearings should not start 
until all the properly interested parties have 
received copies of the proposed contract and 
had opportunity: to study and analyze it and 
prepare their testimony. There has, however, 
been nothing to prevent AEC from making these 
copies available at whatever time was necessary 
to allow an ample interval before the scheduled 
start of hearings. Now that AEC says it has 
approved the c< . terms, what possible 
reason remains for’ 
this important piece-of public business? Should 
the contract not be made public forthwith? 

It is an open question; which only the voters 
will decide, whether Republican hopes at the 
ballot boxes will suffer less from the protracted 
secrecy over the contract’s terms than they 
might from the hearings themselves. And the 
Administration ha@ been extraordinarily secre- 
tive about this proposal to force the TVA to 
buy high-cost private power from a private 
syndicate with the Atomic Energy Commission 
acting as broker. 

One thing at least is clear. The postponement 
has taken the wind out of the sails of the

mittee waive Congress's stipulation that such 
contracts must lie before the committee for 30 
days. If the matter is not too pressing to be 
deferred a month for candidates to run for 
office, it is not too pressing for the joint com- 
committee to take a month if necessary to hear 
all the witnesses who have a right to be heard. 
The hearings should bring out all the facts that 
are pertinent to a conclusion, and reach a con- 
sidered judgment whether the contract should 
be permitted or disallowed. 
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Second Try at Lattimore 

When United States District Judge Luther W. 
Youngdahl threw out the key counts of the per- 
jury indictment against Owen Lattimore, Gov- 
ernment lawyers said they would take the case 
all the way to the Supreme Court if necessary 
to get the indictment reinstated. 

As the first step, Attorney General Brownell’s 
department filed an appeal in the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. This court, however, upheld Judge 
Youngdah! on the key issues by a vote of 6 to 1. 
The circuit judges agreed with him that the 
basic count was “void for vagueness.” Now the 
Justice Department, instead of taking the appeal 
on to the Supreme Court, has gone back to the 
grand jury and obtained a new indictment. 

The count which the courts threw out charged 
that Mr. Lattimore had lied when he denied 
having been a Communist “sympathizer” or a 
“promoter” of Communist causes. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals held that the 
term “sympathizer” is “not of sufficiently cer- 
tain meaning to sustain a charge of perjury.” 
Judge Youngdahl had held that a jury could not 
determine whether a person was a Communist 
“sympathizer” withdut resorting to speculation, 
and he added: “It is fundamental that a jury 
should not be asked to determine an issue which 
can be decided only on conjecture.” 

The new indictment which the Justice De- 
partment has obtained charges that Mr. Latti- 
more lied when he denied being a “follower of 
the Communist line” and a “promoter of Com- 
munist interests.” 

Thus the question that will now have to be 
decided by the courts is whether the term “fol- 
lower of the Communist line” has a more defi- 
nite meaning than “Communist sympathizer’’— 
whether a jury can determine that a man is a 
follower of the Communist line without indulg- 
ing in the speculation and conjecture which are 
necessary to find him a sympathizer. 

How the courts will decide remains to be 
seen, but to laymen “follower of the Commu- 
nist line” appears quite as “nebulous and indefi- 
nite,” in Judge Youngdahl’s phrase, as “Com- 
munist sympathizer.” 

How can it be proved that a man is a “follow- 
er of the line”? If you speak against illiteracy 
and the Soviet Uftion also speaks against illiter- 
acy, the reason could be, not that you gre follow- 
ing the Soviet line, but that you just happen to 
be against illiteracy. Even if you consistently 
and chronically expressed opinions which were 
also held by Communists, how could it be proved 
that you got the opinions from the Communists, 
instead of from your own mind? 

Such are the strange and remarkable issues 
to which the Lattimore case has now reduced 
itself. Four and a half years ago, Mr. Lattimore 
was accused by Senator McCarthy of being the 
top Soviet agent in this country. He has been 
defending himself against this and lesser 
charges ever since, and must now undertake a 
strenuous legal effort to prove that his opinions 


- were: his own. 


What .would happen to justice, we wonder, 
if the defendant in a case like this did not have 
the resources and the friends that would enable 
him to continue a long and costly legal battle? 
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In a Full Light 

One factor in the school situation at Milford, 
Del., which enabled opponents of racial integra- 
tion to force a return to segregation was a lack 
of public information in advance of the change. 

This is made clear by the detailed account of 
events at Milford in Southern School News, the 
Nashville, Tenn., publication which reports de- 
velopments in education arising from the Su- 
preme Court opinion on segregation. 

The Milford board of education apparently 
jumped into desegregation with no prior public 
announcement that anything was going to hap- 
pen. The bodrd had once talked of forming a 
committee to study the problem, but the com- 
mittee was never appointed. When integration 
took place suddenly, without notice, many citi- 
zens apparently were easy targets for the in- 
citers of mob spirit who organized a “revolt.” 

There is a useful lesson here for the St. Louis 
school board and the authorities of every other 
community which is ending school segregation 
in conformity with the Supreme Court opinion. 
Each step in the process should be thoroughly 
explained in advance, both to the general pub- 
lic and to the parents of children at each af- 
fected school. The fewer the surprises as the 
program unfolds, the less opportunity there 
will be for spreaders of false rumors to do their 
evil work.

G.O.P. Fiasco in Nevada 


Nevada will hold an election next month to 
choose a successor to the late Senator McCarran. 

The state supreme court, composed of two 
Republicans and one Democrat, says that is the 
law. Certainly it is sound public policy. To let 
Nevada be represented from January 1955 until 
January 1957 by an appointed Senator, when 
it is possible and practical to let the people 
choose their own Senator for that period at a 
regular election, would do violence to a basic 
principle of popular government. 

Nevada Republicans under the leadership of 
Gov. Charles Russell made a vain attempt to 
avoid an election—presumably because they fear 
they cannot win it. Now that the Supreme 
Court has ruled against them, the country learns 
that they were counseled to make the fight by 
“White House legal advisers.” 

According to the United Press, two high 
state Republican sources quote Gov. Russell as 
having told a G.O.P, meeting that the unnamed 
White House aids advised him that Nevada law 
was on the Republican side, and that a suc- 
cessor to McCarran should not be left to a 
vote. Reporters also overheard the sfatement, 
according to the United Press. 

Who were those White House legal advisers? 
Nobody should be more interested in the answer 


to that question than President Eisenhower. For 


they not only proved to be wrong about Nevada 
law. They also did the President a great dis- 
service politically. They put him in the position 
of seizing upon legal technicalities to bolster 
the Republican strength in the Senate during 
the next two years—a position which we are 
confident the Président would not choose to 
take of his own initiative. —

Wanted, 150,000 Airmen 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Enlistments in big buildup foilowing outbreak in Korea ex- 
piring, only one in four re-enlisting; others going to pri- 
vate industry at double service pay; new techniques require 
long training, and the lack of it is impairing our Air Force.

The United States Air Force is head- 
ing into its most critical year since ‘the 
start of the Korean War. 

Its No. 1 problem will be to replace 
the thousands of skilled technicians who 
are expected to return to civilian life 
between now and next July 1. 

Around the Pentagon this manpower 
replacement problem is referred to as 
the “two-billion-dollar headache.” 

At an average training cost of $14,000 
a man, that will be the eventual bill for 
replacing the approximately 150,000 air- 
men who are expected to accept their 
discharge papers during this fiscal year. 

The problem of training replacements 
is not a new one. 

What makes it so acute this year is 
the fact that this is the fourth year of 
the tremendous Air Force buildup that 
followed the outbreak of fighting in 
Korea, and four years is the length of 
the basic Air Force enlistment. 

The enlistments of almost 200,000 air- 
men will terminate thig year, and sur- 
veys indicate that only about 50,000 of 
these men intend to re-enlist. 

The Air Force in a very real sense is 
a victim of its rapid technological 
progress. 

In the race to maintain a qualitative 
edge over the Russians; it has been 
forced to develop and put into use an 
ever more complex array of aircraft, 
radar and other electronic equipment, 

The result has been that the men who 
operate, repair and maintain this equip- 
ment have had to undergo longer and 
more expensive training periods. 

Training demands for a few critical 
specialties, havé now reached the point 
where it takes a full four-year enlist- 
ment to bring a man to top proficiency 
in his job. 


An electronics maintenance man, for 
instance, begins his Air Force career 
with a 36-week radar maintenance 
course. Add in his 11 weeks of basic 
training, plus time “in the pipeline,” 
and his first year is used up. 

After he finishes school, it takes him 
12 to 18 months of on-the-job experi- 
ence to earn a skilled rating. Then he 
goes to advanced school for a 19-week 
course. ‘ 


After another year on the job, he will 
reach top proficiency. And at that point 

becomes eligible for discharge. 

Fully as time-consuming is the job 
of training repairmen for the electronic 
fire-control systems in modern jet fight-, 
ers and bombers It takes at least two 
years to train a good jet mechanic. 

The Air Force, of course, makes every 
effort to persuade these skilled men to 
re-enlist. 

In doing so, however. it runs up 
against a basic law of economics: The 
men can make a lot more money in 
civilian industry than ine service. 


‘Carmichael said. 


.Wnder the Air Force’ career program, 
the‘highest rank an airman can hope to 


attain in his first enlistmént is staff 
sergeant, “His base pay at that rank 
is $152.a month. With various service 
benefits, this is the equivalent of about 
$300 a month in civilian life. : 


But a skilled technician can command 
a salary at least twice as large in 
civilian industry. And industry doesn’t 
oh — and wait for him to make his 
choice. 


Many companies run aggressive re- 
craiting’ campaigns aimed directly at 
technicians in the Air Force and the 
other services. 

Under these conditions, it takes an 
inordinate love of military life or a high 
degree of patriotism to persuade a man 
to stay in uniform. 


Brig. Gen. Richard H. Carmichael, 
deputy director of personnel, procure- 
ment and training, told of a survey that 
was made recently of the 75 crew chiefs 
in the 5list Fighter Interceptor Wing, 
a front-line unit now stationed in Oki- 
nawa after taking part in the Korean 


conflict. 


The crew chief is the man responsible 
for keeping the plane assigned to him 
in fighting condition. Under normal 
conditions a man would not become a 
crew chief until he had achieved the 
rank of .technical sergeant or master 
sergeant during his second or third en- 
listment. 


The survey of the 5lst Fighter Inter- 
ceptor. Wing disclosed that not one of 
its 75. crew chiefs had reached these 
top non-commissioned grades, or even 
the third grade of staff sergeant.. Only 
six were airmen first class; 50 were 
airmen second class, and 19 were air- 
men third class, which is the equiva- 
lent of private first class. 


“To the Air Force that spells trouble 
—lack of experience on the line,” Gen. 
Carmichael said. 


“It means that every one of those 
erew chiefs has been in service less 
than four years. It’s the most dramatic 
illustration of the problem we face.” 


Secretary of the Air Force Talbott 
has brought Gen. Carmichael and other 
men experienced in the command of 
troops to Washington in recent months 
in the belief that they will know better 
than anyone else what steps must be 
taken to raise the re-enlistment. rate. 


“There are some healthy signs of 
improvement, but they’re spotty,” Gen. 
“The problem has 
been brought as never before to the at- 
tention of the men themselves. A lot 
of effort is being made here at the top 
to remove minor irritants. The re-en- 
listment. bonus law just enacted by 
Congress may be a big help, but it’s 
too early to tell yet.”

Poet's Harvest 
THE COLLECTED POEMS OF WALL 
{Alfred A. Knopf, New York, 534 ag hae 
Babette Deutsch in the 
Hetald Tribune. 


Chance and propriety have agreed 
that this book should open with a poem 
called “Earthy Anecdote” and that the 
lines on the last page, about a bird’s 
cry heard at sunrise of a March morn- 
ing, should declare: “It was like—a 
new knowledge of reality.” This stout 
resplendent volume is a collection of 
earthy anecdotes that, individually and 
together, give us a new knowledge of 
reality. To do that, as Wallace Stevens 
has been insisting for the better part 
of 75 years, is the poet's job. No one 
has ever done it quite in his fashion, 
and no man alive does it more refresh. 
ingly than he. 

The liveliness of his interest, the 
depth of his concern, the intensity and 
sublety of his connoisseurship are alike 
directed to what the imagination can 
make of our physical, factual pluri- 
verse. “Piece the world together, boys, 
but not with your 
hands,” he enjoins 
us, And proceeds to 
show us the how 
of it. He considers 
@ snow man, a 
mountain, two 
pears ona dish, a 
man reading, a 
woman looking at 
a vase of flowers, 
particulars peculiar 
to a certain occa- 
sion in Florida, in 
Hartford, Speaking 
of these, delighting 
in their suggestive- 
ness, communicat- 
ing his own quiet exhilaration, he pre- 
sents the quality of a given hour, the 
genius of a place, the scene and its 
habitants, the climates and weathers 
of the soul. As a result, the reader en- 
joys the liberating experience of a 
traveler: he is allowed to make the 
exotic to .some. degree ‘his own; he 
learns to clothe with becoming strange- 
ness what is native and intimate. Even 
the various aspects of earth and air, 
water and fire are made to provide 
sensuous pleasures hitherto unrecog- 
nized. 

It is all a matter of words. Occasion- 
ally it is a-matter of non-words. Some 
of Stevens’s most celebrated poems are 
composed in traditional metrics or in 
free cadences to which we have long 
been accustomed. They are saved from 
mecnotony by his fine ear and by the 
fact that his vocabulary is singularly 
personal. It moves between colloquial 
speech and what he calls “the poet's 
gibberish,”’ this last a dazzling medley of 
allusive, witty, half-foreign resonances 
and purely aural titillations. He has 
been called a poet’s poet, and so he is. 

It is a tribute to Wallace Stevens's 
craftsmanship that this collection con- 
tains unchanged the work of the last 
four decades and that the omissions are 
few. In addition to the contents of his 
half-dozen previously published volumes, 
he has included 25 recent poems which 
play variations, more somber than 
usual, upon his favorite motifs.

“EVANGELISM PLAN 


Convention Allocates $500,- 
000 After Plea for ‘Bigger 
Heart, Firmer Will. 


TORONTO, Oct. 9 (UP)—The 
United Lutheran Church of 
America approved an extensive 
program of church-wide evan- 
gelism yesterday after delegates 
to the group’s nineteenth bi- 
ennial convention were told they 
needed a “bigger heart and 
firmer will.” 

Following an hour’s debate 
delegates voted $500,000 to im-' 


sition by some who wanted to 
cut down the appropriation. 

The motion carried, however, 
after the Rev. Ralph Robinson, 
Spring Cove, Pa., warned déle- 


souls of millions” if they didn’t 
appropriate enough money to 
carry out the program. 

The Rev. Dr. Oscar Carlson, 
Baltimore, Md., told the conven- 
tion the evangelistic campaign, 
scheduled for 1956 and 1957, 


was urgently needed. He said 
the church needed “a bigger 
heart and firmer will” and 
added: 


“We stand at the bottom of 
North American churches in our 
effort and efficiency in evan- 
gelism, There are unchurched 
millions in our countries,” 

The convention took up de- 
bate on evangelism after voting 
down a constitutional] amend- 
ment giving its executive board 
power to act for the church be- 
tween biennial conventions. 

The decision, a blow at the 
convention move to centralize 
power in the church in place of 
the present loose federation of 
synods, was by a vote of 291 to 
257. It was possible it might 
be altered later today when the 
rest of a constitutional amend- 
ment re-defining the executive 
board’s duties is debated.

and possibly the Senate too.” 

“This is a false issue,” Hen- 
nings declared, “because the 
Democratic party established bi- 
partisan foreign policy, strength- 
ened the free nations of the 
world and did so much to stop 
the tide of Soviet imperialism.

In Washington, the State De- 
partment made the note public 
and announced that United Na- 
tions Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. has been instructed 
to circulate the text among the 
members of the U.N. Security 
Council. 

Second Appeal toe U.N. 

It was the second time that 
the United States resorted to 
this extraordinary procedure in 
pressing a campaign to get sat- 
isfaction from the Soviet Union 
for the destruction of American 
aircraft. The first instance was

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (UP)— 
The United States Court of 
Claims ruled yesterday that 
James Joseph Roberson of Mar- 
cus, la., who committed suicide 
three months ago, was unjustly 
imprisoned by the Navy and is 
entitled to the maximum allow- 
able compensation of $5000. 
Roberson, an Iowa farm boy, 
enlisted at the age of 18 and 
served as an aerial gunner 
World War II. He was awarded 


the Distinguished Flying Cross, 
four Air Medals and a Navy unit 
citation for his deeds. 


Accord 
Claims finding Roberson re-en- 
listed in 1946 and was honorably 
discharged in December 1947. 
Just about the same time he 
signed for a third hitch but was 
told by an officer he had not 
complied with all regulations for 
re-enlistment. 

After an argument, Roberson 
was ordered confined to quar- 
ters but instead went home to 
Iowa. Four months later the 
Navy tried and convicted him of 
drunkenness, disobeying an of- 
ficer, desertion, breaking arrest 
and conduct prejudicial to the 
service. 

He was sentenced to four 
years in prison, which was short- 
ened to two years of which he 
served eight months and 19 days 
and was released on probation 
for restoration to duty.

U.S. REPORTS JULY 
LOSS OF $41,000,000 
ON PRICE SUPPORTS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP)— 
The Department of Agriculture 
reported yesterday it lost $41.- 
000,000 in July on the sale of 
farm products acquired under 
the price support program. 

It previously had reported 
that losses during the fiscal year 
ended June 30 amounted to a 
record high of $419,000,000. 

As of July 31, the department 
still had $5,980,269,000 invested 
in commodities stored under 
support programs. 

This was a decline of $25.- 
000,000 from June 30. Officials 
said the Government’s invest- 
ment has increased since July 
31, reflecting the movement of 
crops into the program from late 
summer and early farm har- 
vests. However, no figures were 
available on the amount of the 
increase. 


BONN TO PUSH BRUSSELS 
PACT ADMISSION OF TURKEY 


BONN, Oct. 9 (UP) — West 
Germany and Turkey announced 
today they had agreed to press 
for admission of Turkey to the 
1948 Brussels mutual defense 
and economic pact.

“We must enlist the spirited 
support of friends and neigh- 
bors, regardless of party, who 
believe in our principles and ob- 
jectives.” 

Praises Foreign Policy. ‘ 
The President got one of his 
biggest hands of the evening 
when he praised the Adminis- 
tration’s record in the foreign 
policy field and added: 

“For the first time in 20 years 
there is no active battlefield 
anywhere in the world.” 
Speaking of what he termed 
other accomplishments of his 
Administration and the Repub- 
lican-led Eighty-third Congress, 
the President said among other 
things that: 

1. “Our people ... now 
have a clean, honest govern- 
ment.” 

2. “Taxes have been cut 
$4,700,000,000—the largest re- 
duction in history,” and fed- 
eral spending has been “cut 
«. + by 11 billion dollars.” 

3. “We smoked out 211,000 
unnecessary positions on the 
ne payroll and got rid of 

em.” 


4. America today has “the 
strongest armed forces in our 
peacetime history,” at less 
cost. The President added that 
“our military strength does 
not consist of involuntarily re- 
called veterans who have al- 
ready served our nation in 
War.” 


5. “We at last have an econ- 
omy whose strength is not 
spared by the virus of infla- 
tion — an economy whose 
strength is not dependent 
upon the sacrifices of the bat- 
tlefield.” 

Some ‘Dislocations.’ 

On the economic front, Mr. 
Eisenhower said he is keenly 
aware that in some localities 
“dislocations and hardships do 
exist’”—an apparent reference to 
unemployment in some areas, 
and to the Democrats’ criticism 
of the Administration on that 
score. 

“These problems we are striv- 
ing constantly to ease,” the 
President said.

Without mentioning Aneurin 
Bevan by name, Churchill as- 
sailed the leftwing Labor leader 
for allegedly taunting the Amer- 
icans to “go it alone.” 

“Six months &go_a politician 
who has held office in a British 
Cabinet and who one day as- 
pires to become leader of the 
Labor party did not hesitate to 
tell the Americans to ‘go it 
alone.’ 

“One cannot imagine any 
more fatal disaster than that 
this evil counsellor should be 
taken at his word.” 

Churchill looked hale and 
hearty despite his years. The 
convention gave him a five-min- 
ute ovation when Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden introduced 
him with these words: 

“Throughout the world you 
are today acknowledged as the 
greatest man upon this earth. 
As such we proudly serve you. 
As such we all salute you and 
ask you to speak to us today.” 

Hopes for New Look. 

Churchill said in his prepared 
speech: 

“A year and a half ago, Stalin 
died, Ever since that event I 
have cherished the hope that 
there is a new outlook in Rus- 
sia, a new hope of peaceful co- 
existence with the Russian na- 
tion and that it is our duty, pa- 
tiently and daringly, to make 
sure whether there is such a 
change or not. 

“It is certainly the interest of 
the Russian people who have 
experienced a terrible half cen- 
tury of war, revolution and fam- 
ine, to have an easier and more 
prosperous generation with more 


food, more fun, and more 
friends. 
“While I have life and 


strength I shall persevere in 
this though I feel with Mr. Eden 
that the Soviet attitude about 
Germany and Austria is not en- 
couraging. 

“But there is one risk that we 
must never run. Our policy is 
‘peace through strength. We 
must never wittingly, or unwit- 
tingly run the risk of ‘subjuga- 
tion through weakness.’ 

“Our strength can only be 
founded on the unity, precaution 
and vigilance of the free nations 
of the world.” 

“The conventional military 
forces of which the NATO pow- 
ers dispose are. of course, much 
fewer than those of Russia and 
the Soviets have no need to fear 
their attack. 

“In fact, there is no doubt 
that Soviet Russia could over- 
run the whole of Europe and 
make the life of the British 
Isles impossible, but for the fact 
that the United States possesses 
today that superiority in nuclear 
weapons which, while it is main- 
tained, will be a decisive deter- 
rent against a Communist ag- 
gression.”

He Is Confident Party

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 9 (UP)— 
Adlai Stevenson today confi- 
dently foresaw a Democratic 


sweep to power in the Nov. 2 
elections, saying “we will win 
both the House and Senate by 
a substantial majority.” 

The 1952 Democratic presi- 
dential candidate, accompanied 
by his son, Borden, arrived from 
Oklahoma City by plane last 
night to speak at tonight’s Dem- 
ocratic rally in Hollywood bowl. 

“The Republicans took it in 
’52, but it looks like they'll give 
it back to us this year,” the 
jovial Democratic standard 
bearer told a cheering crowd 
that met him at International 
Airport. 

A few hours before, in Okla- 
homa City, ha told a press con- 
ference that the United States 
“could have had a more firm, 
positive and coherent” foreign 
policy if he had been elected 
President in 1952. 

Stevenson said not only would 
foreign policy have been differ- 
ent, but also there would have 
been no “give away” of natural 
resources and a different tax 
policy. 

He would not elaborate on his 
statement about foreign policy, 
but in past speeches Stevenson 
has criticized the Administration 
for its handling of the Com- 
munist threat. 

When asked whether he would 
run for president again, Steven- 
fson replied: “I really haven't 
the faintest idea whether I would 
be a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination in 1956, and 
if I did know at this time, I 
don’t believe I would tell you.” 

The Democratic leader was 
given an Indian headdress by 
Robert Goombi, Oklahoma In- 
dian, and made an honorary 
chief of the Kiowa tribe. He 
also was given a deed to two 
square inches of Indian land 
near the American Indian ex- 
position grounds at Anadarko, 
Okla.

Gets Award From Obstetri- 
cians in Surprise 
Ceremony. 


Dr. Edward A. Doisy, director 
ofthe department of biochem- 
istry at St. Louis University 


School of Medicine, was honored 
last night in a surprise ceremony 
at the annual dinner of the Cen- 
tral —— of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists. 

The award, an inscribed go 
clock, commemorated the wt. 
fifth anniversary of the discov- 
ery of the first known female 
hormone, estrogen, by Dr. Doisy.

On Leaving Window Screens 
in Place. 


F YOU are one of many who 
| can find better things to do 

on a Saturday afternoon than 
taking down window screens, 
you have probably wondered just 
what would happen if the screens 
were left up all year around. 

Well, the answer to that one 
depends on the type of screen- 
ing and frames and the sort-.of 
winters you get in your neck of 
the woods. 

Copper, aluminum and plas- 
tic screening don’t rust so they 
won't be damaged by rain or 
snow. Iron screening does rust 
unless it’s coated with paint. If 
you painted the screening be- 
fore you hung the screens last 
spring, they are probably ready 
for another coat by now. As 
painting screens in a window is 
tough work, you had better take 
them down, clean them off, paint 
them and then store in a dry 
safe place for the winter. 

With the other non-corrosive 
screening things are not quite 
as definite. If they are mounted 
in non-corrosive metal frames 
there is no reason why they can’t 
be left up during the winter. 
The only thing you have to wor- 
ry about is the possibility that 
a dead branch from a nearby 
tree or a piece of ice may be 
blown against the screenifig with 
such force as to tear the screen- 


\ ing loose from the frame. 


On the other hand, in a case 
like this the screening may save 
the window glass from being 
broken. 

If the screening ig mounted in 
wood frames, then you want to 
be sure that the frames are in 
first rate condition. All joints 
should be tight and the frames 
well protected with paint.

Experts use 
the direct raise of partner’s first 
response to show appreciably 
better than a minimum opening 
bid, and in that sense North was 
on doubtful ground in giving the 
immediate club raise. 


West, naturally impressed by 
the opposing bidding, and having 
no great reason to hope for the 
defeat of the slam by simply 
standing pat, made the despera- 
tion lead of the spade queen.
